By this time you 
will have an appetite for breakfast. Hold 
the baby during the meal, as you like your 
breakfast cold. 

After breakfast, wash the dishes, nurse 
the baby, dust everything, wash the win¬ 
dows, wash and dress the baby— t that 
pantry wants cleaning out an j scrubbing) 
—nurse the baby, draw the baby in hi> 
wagon five or six miles for the benefit of 
his health ; nurse him when you return; 
put on the potatoes, and the cabbage 
(nurse the baby) and the corned beef, 
(don’t forget to nurse the oaby) and the 
turnips, and (nurse the baby) sweep 
everything; take up the dinner, set the

We repeat that our present condition i- 
critical in the extreme— the diffieulth s 
with which we are surrounded, inan-- 
and great—and we are about to meet the 
results of the hasty, rash, and imprudent 
measures which have been characterising : 
our previous Legislatures. To our next 
Legislature we must look for the adoption 
of measures that may relieve us, if po, i- 
ble, from our present condition. It will 
require much wise legislation—much in¬ 
tegrity and labor—but the times demand 
that something be done, and quickly. 
Another extravagant unbridled “leap in 
the dark, ’ and we are past redemption. 
It is getting to be a “ live or die matter— 
and we need to be carefully guarded or 
we “go in.” If the wise and expedient 
course is followed, we may yet shake off 
the contaminating effects of past evils, 
and rise above the breakers which nearly 
overwhelm us—and yet emerge to the 
healthy condition which our vast riches, 
and the natural advantages which we pos¬ 
sess, would, when well managed, earn* ti-. 
Let us indulge in the hope that the next 
Legislature may pursue a course that will 
be more in accordance with our interest-, 
and partially relieve us from the increasing 
troubles.
